CITIZEN PRESIDENT, 


LEARN this moment .from one of my -corref- 


ondents, aman who by great’ knowledge and 
igarie. has been able to obtain the fecret of the 
courts, that 19.000 Ruffian troopa march inte Ger-. 
-many, and are ready to enter the empire to protect 
“the caufe of the emigrants and of the fovereigns: 
-and on a fuppofition that France, fuperior to all her 
snemies, fhould not fee her laws abolifhed, -thefe 
Ruffians are to be followed immediately by a nume- 
‘tous army, with an intention to invade Silefia, to 
ferve as an indemnitication to ths emperor Francis.— 
Thefe are the vaft defigns of the romantic fovereign 
of the North. 
Iknew them this great while, they all tend to 
the humbling of the houfe of Brandenburg. I had 
fayprifed thefe projeéts from the Prince Potemkin and
